He said the only thing 
they are waiting for at this time is a letter which David Abshire, Assistant 
Secretary for Congressional Relations, Department of State, is trying to get 
for them from persons who could attest to the authenticity of the Ghana 
documents and perhaps vouch for their validity. They will be published under 
the title of "Attempted Communist Subversion of Africa Through Ghana. " 
Martin also mentioned they were making preparations for the publication of 
the document on political parties in Africa, which we had provided them. 

Martin also mentioned their interest in any reports we might have on 
the recent Peace Conference in Versailles. He said they would be interested 
in anything we could provide them which the Committee could use as a basis 
for a Committee study on the conference. I told Martin I uould look into this 
and be back in touch with them.
